Capt.  Clark  ofNcw  London,  Conn.,  was 
the  first  person  whoever  siiocvsifnlly  pro- 
secuted  the  business  of  pearl  fishing  »>y 
submarine  twelve  years  since  on  thu  coast 
of  South  America,  "nd,  h  town  tore  proving 
successful,  has  followed  ths  business  ever 
since,  either  in  South  American  witters  or 
in  the  Gulf  of  California.  Last  year  he 
worked  on  the  coast  of  California,  and 
realized  from  the  sals  of  the  shells,  (which 
are  made  into  knife  bandies,  paper  cut 
ten,  Ac.)  $60,900  and  from  tbe  sale  of  the 
pearls,  $46,000.  I, set  season  s  operations 
Having  about  exhausted  the  supply  in  this 
region,  he  has  determined  to  seek  out  a  new 
field,  and  has  tefefWd  the  Society  Islands. 
Si*  men  are  required  to  operate  each  suit  of 
armor  with  which  the  diver  is  fitted 
"The  fishery,"  says  the  TVfopreus,  "is  ear 
ried  on  from  smell  boat*,  which  are  sncliokt 
ed  in  what  is  deeevned  to  be  a  promising 
locality, aad  from  which  the  diver  descend*.
